AMERICAN CITIZENS

Washington, D. C., May 8.—A new American expedition 


may already be across the Mexican border in pursuit of the bandits 
who raided Glenn. Springs and Boquillas, Texas, last week. 
Sec- 


retary Baker said today he had received a report from General 
Funston as to steps taken in that direction, hut declined to reveal 
its contents. He said General Funston's original orders still stood,' 
however, and they gave him authority to cross whenever the need 
arose. No additional report of the raid had reached the depart- 
ment at the time. 


General Fxrnston reported that three American soldiers and 


two civilians had been killed in another raid Saturday night by 
Mexican bandits at Glenn Springs and Boquillas, Texas, similar to 
the Columbus massacre which precipitated the American invasion 
of Mexico. 


Hurried dispatch of additional troops to the raided district 


and possibly another punitive expedition were 
in prospect. 


Army officers considered it possible, though not entirely prob- 
able, that Villa might have participated in the , attack which .

tains that he is innocent but of- 
fers no plausible solution to the 
mystery.

"The judge 
gets a salary about equal to that, 
which lie pays his chief clerk. 
Consequently he must depend on 
what'he can get from those who 
come into his court, for his reve- 
nue. In addition there are a hun- 
dred hirelings, who also must de- 
pend on the litigants. 
' "Under such conditions is it 
any wonder that the 
following 


true story happened? 


A rich man gave a great wed- 


ding feast, and a certain poor man 
got drunk and 
running amnck, 


destroyed 
much 
property and 


broke up the party. The rich man 
had him arrested, and depending 
on the justice of 
his complaint 


neglected to 'see' the judge in ad- 
vance. A friend of the poor man 
bribed the judge and the result 
was that the rich man was driven 
out of the court and beaten. 


"Under the Republic,' 'the na- 


tives say, "about the only differ- 
ence is that where before 
you 


could depend on the judge to stay 
bought, lie is now smart enough to 
sell out to both sides." 


As the result of the wav in 


"justice" is administered 


ie native courts most of the 


foreign nations obtained cone 
sions in Shanghai, where thev ad- 
ministered justice'through judges 
of their own nation. Thus 
the 


English judge would 
decide all 


disputes not only between Kng- 
lishmen but between the natives 
living within the English munici- 
pality. 
The French 
and 
other 


nations would do likewise. Now 
the English, American and French 
judges alternate in sitting in one 
court. 


Jlr. Davis scored the manner of 


iving of the average "foreigner" 
n the big cities of. China, saying 
nost of them seemed to leave their 
(leas of 
morality behind them, 


and thus gave a bad impression to 
the natives. 
He said, however, 


one redeeming feature 
was that 


their business 
standards were 


usually high. 


Mr. Davis closed with a plea to 


keep up the missionary work, sayr. 
ing that the time was at hand 
when China's future is being de- 
cided, and that it depends upon 
the Christian nations whether it 
bo for good or evil. He said that 
education alone would 
do 
no 


good, but "You must remove the 
inheritance of centuries of dark- 
ness, and give the natives new 
hearts, and new ideals, before you 
can build up a really great na- 
tion."
